PART 1.  The zoning map established by Section 25-2-191 of the City Code is amended to 11 

change the base district from townhouse and condominium residence (SF-6) district, 12 

general office (GO) district and community commercial (GR) district to general office 13 

(GO) district on the property described in Zoning Case No. C14-2018-0035, on file at the 14 

Planning and Zoning Department, as follows: 15

A 9.179 acre tract of land, out of the Thomas C. Collins Survey No. 61, Abstract 17 

Number 201 in Travis County, Texas, the tract of land being more particularly 18 

described by metes and bounds in Exhibit “A” incorporated into this ordinance 19 

(the “Property”), 20

locally known as 13614 Metric Boulevard in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, 22 

generally identified in the map attached as Exhibit “B”. 23

PART 2.  The Property within the boundaries of the conditional overlay combining district 25 

established by this ordinance is subject to the following conditions: 26 

 27 

A. A 25-foot wide vegetative buffer shall be provided and maintained along the 28 

western property line.  29

B. The following uses are prohibited uses for the Property: 31

Hospital services (general) Hospital services (limited)

PART 3. Except as specifically restricted under this ordinance, the Property may be 34 

developed and used in accordance with the regulations established for the general office 35 

(GO) district and other applicable requirements of the City Code. 36
